A  COLLECTION  OF  ERROR  COINS 


Coins  which  show  major  errors  have  always  fascinated  the  collector.  Out 
of  the  uncounted  millions  of  specimens  spewed  forth  from  the  worlds  coin 
presses,  only  a  miniscule  proportion  will  fall  into  this  catagory.  Perhaps  it  is 
this  quality  of  uniqueness,  this  being  “the  only  kid  on  the  block”  to  own  one, 
that  explains  their  appeal.  Regardless,  the  owner  of  the  following  lots  has 
decided  to  part  with  his,  and  HRN  is  happy  to  offer  them! 

BROCKAGES  are  coins  which  have  one  side  complete,  as  normal,  while 
the  other  side  shows  exactly  the  same  devises,  portrait,  lettering,  etc.,  but  in¬ 
cused  and  in  reverse.  This  is  caused  by  a  coin  sticking  in  the  press,  and  being 
used  as  a  die,  thus  leaving  its  imprint  on  the  blank  following  it.
